Fall Gardens

tables in their spring garden shouli 
be able to get right into fall garde:

It is impossible to forecast th' 
crop results a t the present time and 
therefore, it may be th at a good fal 
garden will come in very advantag 
eous. In the first place it is im 
possible to have a nice fresh suppl. 
of vegetables unless you raise then 
yourself. In the next place vege 
tables are a very healthy diet fo 
sum m er and also add to the a ttrac t 
liveness of the home. The education 
a1 value of a fall garden to th* 
jun io r m em bers of the family shouh 
not be overlooked. 
The soil now contains an abund­ 
ant supply of m oisture in practicals 
a M portions of the state, but some 
tim es we forget what the condition? 
will be in the garden, under the 
usual care, the latter part of the 
summer, 
therefore 
we 
should 
do 
everything possible to conserve the 
present supply of m oisture. The only 
way to do so is by continuous culti­ 
vation. 
Keep 
the 
vegetables 
thai 
will live through the entire summer 
well cultivated. W here an early crop 
has been grown clear off the old 
plants and remove them from the 
garden, they may be put in a sod 
pile to decay for future supply of 
humus. 
Rem oving them 
from the 
garden now may be a means of re­ 
m oving at the sam e tim e vegetable 
pests. W atch out for insects that 
may attack sum mer growing vege­ 
tables. The ground from which the 
rem ains of the early garden have 
been removed should be kept culti­ 
vated just the same as lf som ething 
was growing on it. In this way you 


will conserve the m oisture and at j * 
th e same tim e keep down the grass 1 
and
